Wii  Soon  Die  Out. 

One  of  the  biggest  Republican 
i  Convention*  ever  convened  in  this 
'  State  amembled  in  Taylor's  Opera 
House  yesterday  to  select  the  Preei- 
'  dential  electors  and  denounce  the 
‘  Democratic  ticket  and  platform  The 
eutbusiaaiu  wait  Dot  so  conspicuous  as 
the  numbers  A  feature  of  the  con¬ 
vention  «u  the  ktrong  bid  for  Dem¬ 
ocratic  votes  for  the  National  ticket 

The  ever-iieautiful  Taylor's  Opera 
House  waa  decorated  with  “Old 
f  Glory,"  and  McKinley  and  Hobnrt 
portraits  were  numerous. 

It  wan  12  10  o'clock  when  Chair- 
■Juan  Murphy  called  the  convention  to 
order  and  presented  Re 7  George  O. 
Maddock,  who  opened  he  CDurejftion 
With  prayer.  His  eflort  waa  the 
luuot  remarkable  ever  heard  at  a  Jer 
hey  convention  Throughout  he 
{rrayed  for  the  success  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  parly  and  concluded  with  : 

"May  we  at  th  i  last  reach  that  city 
wleise  walls  are  made  with  jasper  and 
hr  bo-*  streets  are  paved  with  gold. 

Round  after  round  of  appl  us* 
gree  teil  the  clergy  mm  and  he  wa- 
forced  to  bow  his  ack uow ledger ueti to 
Several  times. 

Secretary  John  Y.  Poster  then  read 
kbe  call  for  I  he  convention  and  Chair¬ 
man  Murphy  made  a  brief  address. 
Auiot-g  other  things  he  said  : 

“Not  since  1861  has  the  country 
been  confronted  witli  Buch  a  crisis  as 
the  present  oue.  Then,  as  uow,  the 
integrity  of  the  Nation  was  assailed, 
and  now,  as  then,  the  Republican 
party  stands  ready  to  save  the  c  -un- 
tr7 

Governor  Griggs  was  made  tem¬ 
porary  and  permanent  chairman  and 
was  given  a  rousing  recepliuu.  He 
delivered  au  addrees  which  occupied 
tlfty  miuulee  in  its  delivery. 

Governor  Griggs  began  by  Jeclar- 


Tlte  Republican  party,  as  ever,  was 
fading  it  steadfastly  and  would  meet 
it  hs  it  had  met  the  great  problems 
of  the  Civil  War.  Agreeing  in  prin 
cifle  upon  the  Suaucial  question,  he 
said,  the  Republicans  are  standing 
firm  and  united  in  opposition  to  iu- 
tixtion,  repudiation  and  the  robbery 
of ,  labor — while  the  Democratic 
(ubfchiue  is  trying  to  enforce  its  prin 
ciplps  by  electiug  a  man  who  doesn't 
befceve  in  or  profess  one  of  them — a 
mab  who  recently  declared  quite 
triij^  that  he  is  not  a  Democrat — in 
whqse  nomination  New  Jersey  De  no- 
ciaftfc  refused  to  take  part — the  asso¬ 
ciate  and  favored  fripud  of  Ti  Iman, 
A I  Aid,  'Waite,  Puunoyer,  Stewart, 
Pel&r,  and  of  every  other  public  uian 
who  has  earned  infamous  distinction 
by  insults  offered  in  a  public  manner 
to  the  Democratic  President  of  the 
Uuiied  Stales  for  maufully  perform 
ing  Jtis  duty  to  see  that  the  laws  are 
faillflully  executed. 

Jjtkle nos  was  uut  wanting,  he  said, 
that  there  are  thousands  of  loyal 
Dertbciats  who  s»w  an  obligation 
higher  than  fealty  to  party,  ami  hail 
joined  the  Republican  army.  *  Of 
theta  the  Governor  said 

"We  welcome  the  alliance  and 
friendliness  of  these  honest  and  hon 
orabfe  Democratic  citizens.

Governor  Griggs  spoke  at  length 
of  the  vast  loss  to  labor  that  woul 
eusue.as  a  result  of  free  silver  coin¬ 
age  aAii  attempted  to  show  the  fall 
aey  df  the  argument  that  the  fiat  of 
the  Government  could  add  value  to 
money:  He  declared  that  the  free 
silver  movement  was  a  coalition  for 
imitufi  benefit  between  silver  mine 
owuef*  and  greenback  inflationists. 
He  spVike  of  the  large  purchases  of 
silver -Vy  the  Government  under  the 
Sberitato  law  and  declared  the  silver 
mine  Owners  were  trying  a  t remend 
ous  biuico  game  This  nalion  was 
not  v*lt  independent  of  foreign  na¬ 
tions,  ^dioee  capital  had  in  the  past 
aided  in  developing  the  great  re¬ 
source  of  the  country.  Free  silver, 
be  sai.u,  would  increase  the  price  of 
■I*  th*  ^  necessaries  of  life  without 


urg^  Upon  those  present  to  preach 
tlus  to  the  wage  snSers  sod  all  those 
who  lit*  on  fixed  incomes.  The  Gov¬ 
ernor  ^mtioued  : 

"My  frisods,  this  hysterical  .frenzy 
for  tbs  absurd  doctrine  «.f  free  silver 
is  oulyr,)nid8ummer  madness.  It  will 
not  stahd  the  test  of  reason  or  of  self- 
mtere^.  FortuaateJy  for  ear  ouan- 
»y  “y  her  welfare  and  honor  the 
Republican  party  stands  fronting  it 


in  solid  srrav  Conservative  and  con¬ 
sistent  it  stands  to-day  where  it  al¬ 
ways  bss  stood,  opposed  to  fraud  and 
national  dishonor,  m  favjr  of  sound 
currency,  and  devoted  to  that  principle 
of  protection  to  the  interests  of  Atner 
ican  labor  and  American  industry 
which  it  has  inherited  from  Washing, 
ton,  Hamilton,  Clay  and  Blaine.  Our 
battle  cry  is  ‘An  honest  dollar  and  a 
chance  to  earn  it'  We  believe  with 
William  McKinley  that  it  is  bettsr  to 
open  our  factories  to  the  free  labor  of 
tue  United  Slates  than  our  mints  to 
the  free  coinage  of  the  silver  of  the 
world.”

Frank  Parker,  one  of  t  ho  beat  known 
billiard  men  iu  America,  made  some 
interesting  remarks  recently  respecting 
the  modern  game  of  billiards.  “So  far 
as  the  principle  of  billiard*  ia  concern¬ 
ed.’’  said  he,  “I  aay  very  frankly  that, 
while  I  think  (be  game  will  increase  in 
popularity  with  the  people,  thin  public 
favor  will  not  depend  upon  professional 
playing.  The  billiard  world  will  be 
much  better  aatirfled  with  a  match  or 
tournament  between  first  class  amateurs 
than  It  will  be  with  a  coriteat  between 
professional*.  The  reason  for  this  is  ob¬ 
vious.  During  the  psat  few  years  high 
class  profeasionul  •lliard  playing  has 
centered  iu  two  or  three  players.  The 
games  between  those  players  have  see¬ 
sawed,  as  it  were,  first  one  winning, 
then  another,  and  ont-usional  draws  va¬ 
rying  the  programme.  I  know  in  my 
own  mind  that  there  never  was  a  game 
between  any  of  these  but  was  strictly 
on  the  square,  bnt  the  public  dix-an't 
believe  that  way.
